Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a method of making a semiconductor device, classified in 
class 438, subclass 618. 

II. Claims 11-14, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 257, subclass 

734+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process, i.e. a process which 
grows the first dielectric film on the substrate so that it is already planarized instead of two steps 
of depositing and planarizing the first dielectric layer and a process which does not require that 
the second dielectric film is deposited and then a contact hole is formed through the second 
dielectric layer, rather, the contact hole could be formed while the second dielectric layer is 
deposited with the use of a dummy layer which may subsequently be removed to form the 
contact hole.
